INTRODUCTION 

The  United  States  is  one  of  the  most  efficient  producers  of  food  and  agricultural  products  in  the 
world.     This,    combined  with  the  increasing  purchasing  power  of  many  foreign  countries,    is  opening 
up  new  opportunities  for  food  and  agricultural  exports. 

U.S.   exports  of  food  and  agricultural  products  have  nearly  doubled  since  1956,     They  can  increase 
even  further  as  traditional  markets  expand  and  especially  as  new  ones  spring  up  in  areas  like  the 
Caribbean,    Lebanon,    Taiwan,    and  Thailand  where  some  of  our  foods  and  food  products  are  almost 
unknown.     Opportunities  also  exist  in  many  countries  for  adaptation  of  American  foods  to  meet  specific 
taste  and  marketing  requirements. 

The  export  business  can  be  a  profitable  venture.     If  properly  developed,    it  can  open  up  new  markets 
and  additional  sales  that  might  be  the  difference  between  profit  and  loss  on  an  annual  ledger  sheet. 
Exports  lower  a  firm's  per  unit  cost  and  favorably  influence  its  competitive  position  in  the  United 
States.     Also  important  is  the  fact  that  overseas  sales  benefit  the  entire  nation,    especially  at  this  time 
when  export  earnings  are  critically  needed  to  help  the  U.S.   balance  of  payments  position. 

RECENT  EXPORT  ACHIEVEMENTS 


Many  U.S.    food  companies  are  developing  profitable  sidelines  or  full-scale  export  operations  by 
catering  to  the  foreign  market.     For  example: 

*  A  well-known  Florida  brand  of  single -strength  orange  juice  has  captured  a  1-1/2 -million -gallon 
market  in  Western  Europe.     The  general  lack  of  home  refrigeration  made  the  product  a  "natural"  for 
the  European  market. 

*  An  Illinois  State  group,  through  an  exhibit  at  an  international  trade  fair,  discovered  there  was 
a  good  export  market  for  American  horseradish.  Hundreds  of  tons  of  horseradish  are  now  being  sold 
to  epicures  in  Europe. 

*  An  Iowa  poultry  firm  worked  through  an  export  agent  in  an  experimental  shipment  of  turkey 
thighs  and  drumsticks  to  West  Germany.     A  large  market  developed,    and  the  firm  now  has  a  full-scale 
export  operation. 

*  Several  meat-packing  firms, through  information  gained  by  participation  in  a  recent  food  exhibit 
in  Tokyo,  are  developing  a  business  for  high  quality  U.S.   beef  in  the  Japanese  market. 

*  A  Colorado  group  recently  imported  some  Japanese  Okuta  melon  seed  and  is  now  growing  and 
market  testing  the  melons  in  hopes  of  developing  an  export  market  in  Japan. 

*  A  North  Carolina  group  has  developed  a  special  variety  of  soybeans  to  meet  specific  needs  for 
soybean  foods  in  the  Japanese  market. 
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*  A  Texas  firm  testing  the  market  for  honey  at  a  recent  U.S.   food  exhibit  in  Beirut  sold  1,400 
cases  during  the  period  of  the  show.     Repeat  orders  are  indicated, 

*  Popcorn  producers  have  uncovered  an  export  market  for  American  popcorn  through  installation 
of  popcorn  machines  at  international  food  exhibits  to  demonstrate  how  the  "new"  product  can  be  popped 
and  eaten  out  of  hand,, 

*  Airborne  specialities,    like  strawberries,    celery,    radishes,    and  Iceberg  lettuce,    have  been 
introduced  to  European  consumers  and  may  become  important  exports  as  air  transportation  develops, 

WHERE  TO  START 

Potential  exporters  will  first  want  to  know  if  they  have  a  product  that  will  sell  in  the  foreign  market. 
If,   because  of  competition,    duties,    foreign  tastes,    or  other  reasons  there  is  little  hope  for  developing 
a  foreign  market  for  a  particular  product,   this  is  worth  knowing,   too,   before  time  and  money  are 
risked. 

Information  like  this  is  readily  available  from  many  sources.     Among  these  are  trade  associations, 
export  brokers,    combination  export  managers,    and  State  Departments  of  Agriculture,   who  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  can  give  a  first  appraisal  of  the  exportability  of  a  pro- 
duct.    The  export  specialists  in  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  its  field  offices  throughout  the 
country  can  also  be  of  special  assistance. 

If  the  preliminary  findings  indicate  that  an  export  market  may  be  developed,   the  product  is  ready 
for  test  marketing.     An  easy,    inexpensive  market  test  can  be  conducted  at  one  of  the  international 
trade  fairs  or  food  exhibits  at  overseas  U.S.    Trade  Centers  in  which  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
and  the  American  food  trade  participate  each  year, 

A  representative  of  the  firm,  with  order  book  in  hand,  should  be  present  at  this  market  test  to  talk 
with  buyers  about  the  possibilities  for  the  product.  If  conditions  warrant,  a  foreign  agent  for  the  pro- 
duct could  be  selected  at  this  time. 

Once  the  product  appears  to  have  initial  acceptance  with  the  foreign  trade,    Foreign  Agricultural 
Service  trade  specialists  can  be  consulted  about  including  it  in  one  of  the  many  American  in-store 
promotions  conducted  by  foreign  store  groups.     Leading  foreign  buyers  can  also  be  invited  to  visit  the 
plant  to  see  for  themselves  how  the  product  is  produced  and  marketed. 

The  mechanics  of  actually  selling  a  product  overseas  may  at  first  appear  complex.     But  there  are 
experts  to  help  here,   too--people  whose  business  it  is  to  advise  exporters  on  bills  of  lading,    letters  of 
credit,    and  other  shipping  documents.     Freight  forwarders,   bankers,    and  transportation  services  can 
be  particularly  helpful. 

This  directory  lists  most  of  the  services  available  to  exporters  of  food  and  agricultural  products, 
from  the  initial  inquiry  to  the  final  sale.     One  group,    the  Service  Corps  of  Retired  Executives  (SCORE) 
of  the  Small  Business  Administration,    warrants  particular  mention.     The  Corps  provides  experienced 
businessmen--at  nominal  charges --to  lead  exporters  through  their  first  overseas  transactions.

This  enables  the  U.S.    exporter  to  sell 
such  agricultural  commodities  to  the  foreign  importer  on  a  deferred-payment  basis.     For  all  trans- 
actions there  is  required  an  acceptable  bank  obligation  and  an  assignment  by  the  U.S.    exporter  of  his 
account  receivable.
